tlian ignorance, in tBe Author of the. Effay mt 
Criticifm ^ Be it as it wiH» the reafons of theb 
Admiration and of hb Contempt are eqoally fob- 
fifling, for his works and thdf3 are the irery ftme 
thai they were. 

One therefore of their afiertions I beUere waj 
be true, *<That he has a ccMitempt for dieir wri« 
tings.** And there is another which would pit>ba< 
bif be fooner allowed by himlelf than by any 
good judge befide, *<That his own hare found 
too much fucceis with the ptMck.** But as it 
cannot confifb with his modefty to chum this as a 
jdUce, it lies not on him, but entirely on the 
poblick, to defend its own judgment. 
* There remains what in my opinion might feem 
a better plea for thefc people, than any they havt 
made ufe of. If Obfcurity or Poverty were to 
exempt a man from fatire^ much more ihould Folly 
«r Dulnefs, which are ftlQ more invduntary, nay« 
as much fo as perfodal Defgrmity. But even this 
will not help them: Deformity becomes an ob^ 
jefb of Ridicule when a man fets up for being 
handfome; and fo mufl Dulnefs when he fets up. 
for a Wit. They are not ridicul'd becaufe Ridicule in 
itfelf is, or ought to be, a pleafure; but becaufe H 
is juD, to undeceive and vindicate the honeft and 
unpretending part of mankind from Impofition, lie- 
caufe particular intereft ought to yield tci general, 

and 
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atld % great number wKo are not naturally Foolt 
ought never to be made fo in cofiiplaiiance to a 
few who are. Accordingly we find that in all 
ages, all vain pretenders, were they ever fo poor 
^ 6vcr fo dun, have been conffantly the toplcka 
of the nioff candid Satirills, from the Codrus of 
JifVEKAt to the Damon of Boileau. 

Having mehtion'd Boileau, the greateft f oet 
and Moft judicioQ^ Critle of his age and country, 
*lmirable f6r his T^tn% and yet ()efhaps more ad- 
rnlraWe for his Judgment in the jJroper application 
rf them ; I Cannot help rtmarkhlg the fbfediblance 
lifttwixt him and our Author iil Qualities, F^ame, and' 
#oftunef ii^ the diflunftions ftttvhi tb tham by 
their Soj^riors, in the gefifeM elte«H 6f fhdr H* 
^txats, and in tlieir extended n:^tttadon amongft: 
Foreigners ; in the latot d W4fch burs has ttitt 
i^oith the better fate, as he hai had for Ms Trahfla- 
tm perfons of the moflr enriaent nM ifid abiTities 
itt their refpedUve nations*.

holds m nothing more, tlian in their being equally 
abusM by the ignorant Pretenders to Poetry of their 
times; of which not the leafi memory will remaia 
but in their own writings, and in the notes made 
upon them. What Boileau has done in almoft all 
his poems, our Author has only in this: I dam 
aniwer for him he will do it in no more; and 
on his principle of attacking few but who had 
flander^d him, he could not have done it at all» 
had he been confined from cenfuring obfcure and 
worthlefs pcrfons, for fcarce any other were his 
enemies. However, as the parity i^ fo remarkable^ 
I hope it win continue to the laft ; and if ever he 
ihall give us an edition of tlus P6em himfelf, I 
may fee fome of 'em treated as gently (on their 
repentance or better merit) as Pirault and ^inauU 
were at laft by Boil E A V.

THIS Poem, as it celebrated the moft gnve 
and antient of things^ Chaos, Night and Dul- 
ncfs, fo it it of the moft grave and antient kftid.

After the other perforts are difpojed in their proper places 
of refty the Goddefs tranf ports the King to her Temple^ 
and there lays him to flumber with his head on her 
lap ; a pofition of marvellous virttte, tvhich taufes nil 
the vifions of wild enthufiaftsy projeBofSi pdliticians^ 
inamorato^Sy caflle-buildersy chymifis and poets. He 
is immediately carry* d on the toings of Fancy to the 
ElyziftL Jhade^ where on the hanks of Lethe the fouls 
of the dull are dipfd ijrBavius, before their entrarue 
into this world. There he is met by the ghoft of Set- 
tle, and by him made acquainted with the wonders of 
the placet ^^^ ^ifh thofe which he is bimfelf dejlin^d 
to perform. He takes him to a Mount of Vifion 
from whence he fhews him the paft triumphs of the 
Empire ofDulnefs, then the prefent^ and laflly thefu^

^t. It made its progrefs into IFales^ Scotland^ and 
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Hibernian politicks, O Stvift, thy doom.

he, together with Mr. ?ope^ (for reafons fpecifyM in 
the preface to their Mifcellanics) determin'd to own. 
the moft trifling pieces in which they had any hand, 
imd to deftroy all that remain*d in their power, the 
£rft sketch of this poem was fnatch*d froni the fire by 
Dr. ^wiftt who perfuaded his friend to proceed in it, 
and to him it was therefore infcribed. fiut the occa- 
£on of printing it was as follows. 

There was publifhM in thofe Mifcellanies, a Treatife 
of the Batho\y or Art of Sinking in Peetry^ in which 
was a chapter, where the fpecics of bad writers were 
'ring*d in claiTes, and inicjal letters of names prefixed 
for the moft part at random. But lucb was the num. 
ber of poets eminent in that art, that fome one or other 
took every letter to himfelf. All fell into fo violent a 
fury, that for half a year or more the common News- 
papers (in moft of which they had fome property, at 
being hired writers) were filled with the moft abulivc 
falflioods and fcurrilities they could poffibJy devife : 
A libcrtv no ways to be wonder'd at in thofe people, 
and in tnofe papers, that, for many years, during the 
imcontrolled licenfe of the prefs, had afpcrfed almoft 
all the great characters of the age, and this with impu- 
nity, their own perfons and names being utterly fc- 
cret and obfcure. This gave Mr. Pope the thought^ 
that he had now fome opportunity of doing good, by 
detefting and dragging into light thefe common ene- 
mies of mankind t imce to invalidate this univerial ilan- 
der, it fufficed to ftiew what contemptible men were 
the authors of it. He was not without hop^s> that by 
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kindnefs done to themfclves : whereas if a known 
fcoundrel or blockhead but chance to be touchM upon» 
a whole legion is up in arms, and it becomes the com- 
mon caufe of all Scriblcrs, Bookfellers, and Printers 
whatfbever. 

Not to fearch too deeply into the reafon hereof, I will 
only obferve as a faft, that every week for thcfe two 
months pait, the town has been perfecuted with b. pam* 
phlets, advertifemcnts, letters, and weekly eflays, not 
only againft the wit and writings, but againft the cha* 
raaer and perfon of Mr Pope. And that of all thofe 
men who have received plcafurc from his works, which 
by modefl computation may be about a e, hundred 
thouiand in thefe Kingdoms of England and Ireland \ 



manifefling the dullnefs of thofe who had only malice 
to recommend them, either the bookfellers would not 
£nd their account in employing thcm» or the men 
themfclves, when difcovered, want courage to proceed 
in fo unlawful an occupation. This it was that gave 
birth to the Dunciad^ and he thought an happineis* 
that by the late flood of flander on hunfelf, he had ac- 
quired fuch a peculiar right over their names as was ne- 
ceiTary to his delign.
